To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Heanor  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1971.  This  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  instructions 
received  from  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security. 

Late  appearance  is  unfortunate  but  so  many  changes  are 
impending  and  so  much  preparation  is  being  made  that  non-urgent 
matters  are  delayed. 

Pressure  to  continue  with  housing  improvements  reduces  very 
much  the  time  available  for  routine  work. 

Much  environmental  improvement  and  housing  work  might  not  have 
been  started  if  various  pressures  were  not  acting.  Availability 
of  grant  money  is  a major  factor. 

Amongst  the  prominent  features  of  the  year  were  changes  in 
smallpox  vaccination  policy.  In  the  report  reference  is  made  to 
the  decision  to  no  longer  recommend  vaccination  against  smallpox 
as  a routine  in  this  country.  This  is  a reaction  to  the 
changing  world-wide  scene. 

It  is  necessary  to  remember  that  the  organisms  of  poliomye- 
litis and  diphtheria  are  still  isolated  in  this  country.  A 
trap  for  the  unwary  parent  whose  children  are  not  protected  by 
immunisation . 

Perhaps  there  are  more  cases  of  diarrhoea  and  sickness 
arising  from  food  handling  problems  than  are  reported? 

The  Heanor  Home  Safety  Committee,  one  of  the  first  to  be 
formed  in  Derbyshire,  continues  its  stimulating  way.  It  is  a 
pleasure  to  note  the  interest  of  a General  Practitioner  and  an 
Education  Department  Officer  in  the  work  of  the  Committee. 

The  interest  of  members  of  the  Council  is  most  welcome. 

The  enthusiasm  of  your  staff  is  much  appreciated  .

STATISTICS 


The  Statistics  which  appear  in  this  report  have  been  compiled  from 
information  received  from  a number  of  sources  throughout  the  year. 

They  are  kept  to  a minimum  in  this  report,  but  some  are  necessary  so 
that  comparisons  can  be  made  with  previous  years. 

The  Registrar  of  Births  and  Deaths  for  Heanor  supplies  a weekly  return 
..giving  details  of  births  and  deaths  occurring  in  the  area. 

Notifications  of  infectious  disease  are  sent  in  by  Medical  Practitioners, 
and  in  ca-ses  of  Tuberculosis  sometimes  by  the  Chest  Physicians  and  Hospital 
Medical  Officers. 

The  notification  of  suspected  cases  is  most  important,  for  instance  in 
poliomyelitis,  food  poisoning  and  dysentery.  Telephone  communications 
are  much  appreciated  and  can  save  a great  deal  of  time. 

Additional  information  about  infectious  disease  and  undiagnosed  ill- 
nesses comes  from  hospitals,  school  teachers,  parents,  health  visitors  and 
casual  conversations. 

At  weekly  and  quarterly  intervals,  details  regarding  infectious  disease, 
births  and  deaths  are  received  from  the  Registrar  General.  This  enables  a 
watch  to  be  kept  on  any  unusually  prevalent  disease  in  the  County,  or 
surrounding  districts  or  towns. 

Information  received  from  Medical  Officers  of  Health  or  Port  Medical 
Officers  about  travellers  leads  to  surveillance  of  persons  arriving  from 
Smallpox  areas.  Sometimes  contacts  of  paratyphoid  cases  require  examination 
to  ensure  that  they  are  free  from  disease. 

Many  points  occur  during  the  year  and  are  dealt  with  in  a routine 
manner. 

POPULATION 

The  population  of  the  Urban  District  at  30th  June,  1971  was  estimated 
by  the  Registrar  General  as  24,300.  This  is  a decrease  of  130  from  the 
estimate  made  at  the  same  time  in  1970. 

BIRTHS 

417  live  births  were  registered  in  1971*  giving  a crude  birth  rate  per 
thousand  of  the  population  of  17.2.  This  figure  when  adjusted  for  comparison 
purposes  by  the  application  of  the  comparability  factor  of  1.05  is  18.1.  This 
can  be  compared  with  an  England  and  Wales  rate  of  lb.O.  See  Summary  of  Statists 
and  Table  4. 

Still-Births 

The  ? still-births  registered  give  a rate  per  thousand  births  (live  and 
still),  of  17. 0o  This  can  be  compared  with  an  England  and  Wales  rate  of

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Infant  Mortality 

10  deaths  were  recorded  in  children  under  the  age  of  one  year.  These 
give  an  infant  death  rate  per  thousand  live  births  of  24.0  and  can  be 
compared  with  a rate  of  18.0  for  England  and  Wales.

DEATHS 

286  deaths  were  registered.  These  give  a crude  death  rate  per  thousand 
of  the  population  of  11.8  which  after  adjustment  by  the  application  of  the 
comparability  factor  of  1.15  is  13«b  and  can  be  compared  with  an  England 
and  Wales  rate  of  11.6. 

Table  4 gives  the  rates  for  Heanor  for  the  last  10  year's.

The  286  deaths  are  set  out  in  Table  5 according  to  cause  and  sex 
distribution.

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Tuberculosis 

Two  elderly  men  died  from  tuberculosis  - one  from  respiratory 
tuberculosis  and  the  other  from  non-respiratory  tuberculosis. 


Accidents 

7 persons  - 3 men  and  4 women  - died  as  a result  of  accidents. 

2 men  and  one  woman  died  from  motor  vehicle  accidents.  A young  baby 
and  an  elderly  woman  died  from  falls.  A young  baby  died  from  inhalation  of 
gastric  contents  and  an  elderly  woman  died  from  an  overdose  of  drugs. 

Suicide 

A young  man  committed  suicide  by  barbiturate  poisoning. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

73  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  in  1971. 

The  incidence  of  individual  diseases  was:-  Scarlet  Fever  4l,  Measles  20, 
Tuberculosis  8,  Meningococcal  Infection  2,  Infective  Jaundice  1,  Whooping 
Cough  1. 

Scarlet  Fever 

4l  cases  were  notified.  All  but  6 of  the  cases  occurred  in  children 
aged  9 years  of  age  and  under.  The  cases  were  spread  over  the  whole  of  the 
year. 

Measles 

20  cases  were  notified.  All  the  cases  occurred  in  children  5 years 
of  age  and  under. 

Tuberculosis 

8 new  cases  were  notified  - 4 respiratory  and  4 non-respiratory.  All 

the  non-respiratory  cases  occurred  in  women.  Of  the  respiratory  cases  two 
occurred  in  women  and  two  in  men.  The  ages  were  varied. 

Meningococcal  Infection 

2 cases  were  notified  - both  cases  occurred  in  men. 

PREVENTION  OF  DISEASES 


Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

The  year  was  marked  by  a decision  taken  by  the  Department  of  Health  on 
thr  advice  from  the  Joint  Committee  on  Vaccination  and  Immunization  to  no 
longer  recommend  Vaccination  against  Smallpox  as  a routine  in  this  country. 
The  eradication  programme  of  the  World  Health  Organization  continues 

co  make  good  progress. 
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Smallpox  still  exists  and  travellers  to  certain  countries  still  require 
vaccination. 

The  control  of  the  situation  when  a case  does  occur  has  been  good  and 
this  is  a tribute  to  many  health  staffs  in  many  countries. 

The  surveillance  system  of  travellers  from  infected  areas  who  have  not 
had  vaccination  has  also  worked  well. 

There  have  been  great  changes  in  the  production  of  smallpox  vaccine  from 
an  impure  vaccine  in  many  forms  of  containers  to  a much  improved  vaccine 
contained  in  a small  length  of  plastic  tube! 

Poliomyelitis,  Tetanus,  Whooping  Cough,  Measles 

The  Derbyshire  County  schemes  for  protection  against  these  diseases 
continue  but  a higher  response  rate  is  needed,  particularly  in  the  case  of 
measles  and  whooping  cough  protection.  The  progress  towards  computer  control 
will  take  us  towards  the  9 0/®  protection  required  if  measles  is  not  to  occur. 

It  is  well  to  note  that  laboratory  reports  include  reports  on  the 
isolation  of  polio  virus.  A reminder  that  if  adequate  protection  is  not 
obtained  cases  of  paralysis  can  again  occur. 

German  Measles 

Protection  of  the  13-14  year  old  girls  against  this  disease  continues. 
Also  selected  groups  are  advised  about  the  risk. 

Venereal  Disease 

Reminders  are  given  about  gonorrhoea  a;  intervals.  Especially  is 
information  given  about  Special  Clinics  run  in  various  hospitals. 


Cholera 

Surveillance  of  a few  travellers  from  areas  whore  cholera  has  occurred 
was  carried  out. 

Diarrhoea 

Outbreaks  of  illness  associated  with  diarrhoea  are  o^ten  not  brought  to 
notice  until  well  established.  Often  this  Is  now  given  fhc  fashionable  name 
of  "gastroenteritis"  and  so  there  is  no  onus  on  anyone  to  report  it. 

Often  too,  these  outbreaks  die  out  unrej ox  ted.  Of  nuisance  value  to 
the  fit  and  active  - unfortunately  disastrous  to  the  poor  baby  or  the  older 
and  already  ailing  who  end  up  at  the  best  I'ecuinrg  hospital  treatment.

"In  anticipation  of  the  report  "Smoking  and  Health  Now"  about  the 
deaths  and  illness  arising  and  continuing  as  a result  of  cigarette  smoking, 
posters  have  been  posted. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  vigour  with  which  this  subject  is  being 
dealt  with  in  America. 

Whilst  domestic  atmospheric  pollution  makes  weather  conditions  worse, 
this  personal  pollution  is  a menace.  There  are  much  better  things  to 
do  with  the  money  spent  in  this  way. 

In  my  Annual  Reports  reference  has  been  made  to  the  need  to  change 
some  of  our  habits.  Modern  knowledge  and  technology  has  made  it  possible 
for  people  to  live  much  longer.  To  be  born  into  this  world  with  all  the 
services  available,  an  expensive  education  and  all  its  advantages,  and  during 
all  this  time  to  do  ones  best,  by  adopting  bad  habits,  to  die  as  early  as 
possible  seems  to  point  to  some  failure. 

Perhaps  it  is  difficult  for  an  individual  to  realise  that  what  one  does 
as  a habit  for  20  years  may  incur  early  death  or  frequent  illness. 
Nevertheless  this  is  the  outcome  of  some  of  our  modern  developments. 

Apart  from  personal  pollution  the  indiscriminate  irritation  of  others 
is  a factor  requiring  consideration.  A person  who  attends  meetings 
elsewhere  spends  the  night  and  following  day  in  sheer  misery  because  of 
catarrh  and  eye  irritation  caused  by  excessive  cigarette  smoke  pollution. 

Failing  everything  else,  properly  ventilated  rooms  and  non-smoking 
accommodation  and  compartments  are  a great  help." 

Later  in  the  year  the  following  report  was  made  to  the  Health  Committee 

"Reports  have  been  made  for  the  information  of  the  members  of  the 
Committee  since  March,  1962. 

At  that  time  the  report  on  Smoking  and  Health  was  published  by  the 
Royal  College  of  Physicians.  The  then  Ministry  of  Health  circulated  all 
Local  Health  Authorities  asking  for  their  help  in  bringing  tc  the  notice 
of  the  public  the  hazards  of  smoking. 

Since  March,  1962,  the  Committee  have  had  some  22  reports  and  comments 
on  this  subject  from  your  Medical  Officer. 

In  1962  it  was  noted  that  during  the  years  1921  - 1930  there  was  an 
average  of  89^  deaths  from  lung  cancer  each  year. 

In  1962  this  had  risen  to  an  average  of  21,000  deaths  from  lung  cancer 
each  year. 

In  1969  this  had  risen  to  some  33,000  deaths  each  year  from  lung  cancer. 

This  does  not  include  the  other  effects  such  as  aggravation  of  bronchitis 
and  chronic  bronchitis,  heart  disease  etc. 
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During  the  years  we  have  used  a considerable  amount  of  Health 
Education  material.  There  is  a more  forceful  attitude  of  Central  Government 
Departments  and  the  mass  publicity  media. 

There  is  no  doubt  in  your  Medical  Officer's  mind  that  all  our  efforts 
must  continue  to  be  devoted  to  try  and  improve  this  disastrous  situation." 

Our  long  campaign  continues.  Information  is  now  widely  known  and 
national  action  is  taken.  The  formation  of  A.S.H.  will  undoubtedly  play 
a great  part  in  the  future. 

A "Derbyshire  Action  on  Smoking  and  Health  Committee"  has  been  formed. 

Its  future  career  will  be  watched  with  interest. 

FAMILY  PLANNING 

Information  is  more  v/idespread  and  more  readily  available. 

Services  are  being  extended  in  all  directions. 

SUICIDE 

Arising  out  of  attendance  at  the  Royal  Society  of  Health  Conference 
recently  a paper  presented  by  a Consultant  Psychiatrist  working  with  the 
Samaritan  National  Organisation  was  full  of  interest. 

From  2 branches  in  1959  the  Samaritan  Organisation  has  expanded  to  116 
branches  at  that  time. 

The  Consultant  Psychiatrist  states,  "The  National  suicide  rates  fluctuated 
between  10  and  12  per  100,000  through  the  1950 * s achieving  a peak  of 
12.2  in  1965  (the  year  the  Samaritans  were  nationally  organised)  and  dropping 
steadily  by  about  200  per  year  since  that  time  to  8.9  in  1969  - a total  drop  of 
27%,  This  is  unparalleled  in  the  Western  world  and  it,  together  with  the 
expansion  of  the  Samaritan  movement,  is  one  of  the  striking  social  events  of 
the  i960 'so" 

Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  24  hour  service  and  systematic  befriending 
of  lonely  people.  It  is  pointed  out  that  most  services  are  not  available  at 
night,  at  weekends  or  at  holiday  periods  and  are  not  of  the  type  of  the 
Samaritan  service. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Efforts  continued  as  in  previous  years.  Whilst  person  to  person 
communication  is  often  the  most  effective,  the  mass  media  play  a very  great 
part  in  bringing  numerous  topics  repeatedly  before  the  public. 

The  Press  are  most  valuable  in  drawing  attention  to  local  incidents 
which  underline  points  of  Health  Education.  It  is  important  to  realize  that 
now  the  "one  man  band"  has  less  success  compared  to  these  more  massive 
efforts.  If,  however,  local  efforts  are  lined  up  with  national  efforts 
the  work  of  all  is  reinforced. 

The  poster  boards  were  used  throughout  the  year  and  the  following  topr.es 
were  illustrated:-  Smoking  and  Health,  Food  Hygiene,  Immunisation  and  Vaccination.

DpfWING  ACCIDENTS 

These  dangers  are  remarked  on  each  year.  In  the  first  place  to  give  a 
reminder  that  danger  areas  should  be  properly  protected.  Discussion  about 
provision  of  lifebelts  took  pxc.ee  at  an  ti.ie,  Unfortunately,  modern 
vandalism  would  mean  the  early  disappearance  of  this  form  of  aid. 

The  new  swimming  baths  should  take  away  some  of  the  zest  to  swim  in 
unsafe  and  impure  waters.  They  also  form  a vigorous  focal  centre  to  train 
life-savers  and  all  types  of  swimming  adventure  in  safe  conditions. 

DANGEROUS  LITTER  ACT.  1Q71. 

Attention  was  drawn  to  this  Act  which  raises  maximum  penalties  for 
offences  under  the  Litter  Act  1958. 

Most  important  however 

"In  sentencing  a person  convicted  of  an  offence  under  that  Act  the  court 
shall  have  regard  not  only  to  the  purpose  of  the  act  in  preventing  the 
defacement  by  litter  of  places  in  the  open  air,  but  also  to  the  nature  of  the 
litter  and  any  resulting  risk  (in  the  circumstances  of  the  offence)  of  injury 
to  persons  or  animals  or  damage  to  property." 

The  Medical  Officer  has  always  been  much  perturbed  by  the  amount  of 
broken  glass  often  found  in  play  areas  and  on  occasions  in  paddling  pools.  One 
answer  is  to  encourage  the  use  of  plastic  containers,  which  provide  their 
own  problems,  but  do  not  cause  serious  injury. 

HELP  IN  THE  HOME 

Department  of  Health  8c  Social  Security  Circular  53/71*  This  is  a long  and  j 
very  complete  circular,  giving  guidance  to  the  Social  Services  about  "Help  in 
the  home". 

Chiefly  it  deals  with  expanded  home  help  services,  confirms  powers  to 
provide  laundry  services,  encourages  provision  of  more  complete  help  for 
short  periods  in  the  home  and  more  vj  gorous  support  for  relatives  in  caring 
for  people  at  home  is  recommended. 

Endorsement  of  our  comments  of  long  ago  of  the  need  for  special  assistance 
with  difficult  hemes  (special  groups  with  equipment  etc.),  and  a night-sitting 
service  - an  old  favourite  of  ours! 

"But  an  unclean  house  occupied  by  people  not  fit  enough  to  clean  it  or 
provide  for  themselves  constitutes  a social  problem  not  in  itself  requiring 
medical  authentication,  and  there  should  be  no  need  to  refer  to  health  services 
about  it.  A close  working  relationship  between  health  and  social  services 
centrally  and  in  the  area  organisation  should  produce  sound  principles  and 
practice  adapted  to  local  needs  and  capabilities." 

Your  Council  staff,  housing  department,  health  department,  etc.,  have 
enjoyed  excellent  relations  with  former  Welfare  Officers  and  now  with  the 
Social  Service  Officers.  These  endeavours  continue  in  the  new  arrangement  and 
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much  useful  work  is  being  carried  out. 

HEANOR  HOME  SAFETY  COMMITTEE 

In  July  1971  the  Committee  held  a very  successful  poster  competition 
in  Heanor  Town  Hall.  All  schools  in  the  area  had  been  invited  to  submit 
exhibits  in  four  classes  on  the  subject  of  home  safety.  There  were  some 
posters  from  schools  and  the  exhibition  was  given  a very  good  send-off  to  a 
large  gathering  by  opener  Dr.  P.  McCormack.  Prizes  of  premium  bonds  were 
awarded  to  the  winners.  The  exhibition  was  open  for  four  days  and  was  well 
attended. 

"Bonfire  Night"  passed  uneventfully.  An  appeal  was  made  through  the 
local  press  for  parents  and  adults  to  supervise  firework  displays,  and 
it  seemed  there  was  discriminate  selling  of  fireworks  by  local  traders  so 
that  for  a second  year  there  were  no  accidents,  major  or  minor,  from  firework 
explosions.  The  Committee  considered  organising  a public  bonfine  and 
fireworks  display  and  the  Secretary  sought  information  from  various 
surrounding  places  where  this  is  done.  It  was  decided,  however,  that  apart 
from  Heanor  lacking  a large  enough  site  it  was  perhaps  not  a good  thing  to 
encourage  bonfires. 

An  attempt  was  made  in  the  Spring  of  1971  to  launch  a campaign  in 
response  to  requests  from  RoSPA  on  the  theme  of  "Safety  in  Retirement"  but 
lack  of  support  for  the  idea  and  doubts  as  to  its  efficacy  were  expressed, 
and  the  sub-committee  set  up  to  look  into  the  question  decided  not  to  pursue 
the  campaign. 

Earlier  - in  December  the  Secretary  circulated  organisations  to  try 
to  get  teams  to  partake  in  the  East  Midlands  Home  Safety  Quiz,  but  only  one 
organisation  in  Heanor  wanted  to  participate. 

The  pupils  of  Heanor  Aldercar  Secondary  school  had  made  a display  board 
for  the  Committee's  posters  and  announcements  and  this  has  been  put  in  the 
Town  Hall. 

At  the  Annual  General  Meeting  it  was  decided  to  arrange  for  a speaker 
from  the  Health  Education  Department,  Derbyshire  County  Council,  to  talk  to 
the  old  people  in  the  several  group  bungalow  schemes  in  the  area. 

The  Assistant  Divisional  Executive  Officer  (Education)  was  nominated  to 
attend  the  Annual  Conference  of  RoSPA  to  be  held  in  Cheltenham  in  November. 
The  interest  of  the  Education  Department  in  Home  Safety  is  a great  pleasure.

For  the  Year  1971 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1971. 

The  Improvement  of  dwellings  by  means  of  grant -aid 
dominated  the  sphere  of  housing.  Whilst  there  was  a slight 
decline  - 6 in  all  - in  applications  for  Standard  Grants, 
there  was  an  increase  of  61  applications  in  respect  of 
Discretionary  Grants. 

The  yearly  total  for  both  Standard  and  Discretionary 
Grant  applications  was  188.  This  figure  represents  an 
increase  of  55  when  compared  with  the  total  for  the  previous 
year  . 


It  was  not  found  possible  to  make  further  progress  in  the 
establishment  of  Smoke  Control  Areas.  This  is  a matter  which 
should  receive  very  serious  consideration. 

The  Public  Cleansing  Service  functioned  satisfactorily 
during  the  year.  We  are  indeed  fortunate  in  having  a foreman 
and  workmen  who  not  only  take  a pride  in  their  job  but  also 
carry  out  their  work  conscientiously  and  well  . I would  like 
to  place  on  record  my  thanks  to  them. 

I would  also  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support 
and  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department  during  the  year. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  my  colleagues  for  their  help 
and  co-operation. 

The  work  of  the  Department  is  essentially  a team  effort 
and  hence  I must  thank  my  Staff  for  giving  of  their  best  at  all 
times .

HOUSING 

The  fact  that  the  Urban  District  is  an  Intermediate  Area  - 
thereby  making  it  possible  to  make  Standard  Grants  and  Improvement 
Grants  of  75%  instead  of  the  usual  50%  - has  created  a sense  of 
urgency  to  take  advantage  of  the  enhanced  contribution  before  it 
lapses  in  June,  1974. 

The  resulting  work-load  has,  therefore,  made  increasing 
demands  on  the  Department;  not  the  least  being  the  need  to  have 
discussions  with  owners  outside  normal  office  hours. 

In  addition  to  improvement  grant  work  in  the  private  house 
sector,  the  Council  decided  that  dwellings  in  their  ownership  should, 
where  certain  basic  amenities  were  lacking,  be  brought  up  to  a 
satisfactory  standard.  The  Department  was  asked  to  undertake  this 
work . 


As  an  outcome  some  160  dwellings  were  found  to  have  no  internal 
sanitary  accommodation  and  hence  plans  and  specifications  were 
prepared  in  the  Department  with  a view  to  this  work  being  carried 
out  by  private  contractors  during  the  ensuing  year.  It  is 
intended  that  application  should  be  made  to  the  Department  of  the 
Environment  for  a Standard  Contribution  towards  the  cost  of 
providing  the  amenities. 

The  purchase,  by  the  Council,  of  all  the  houses  comprising 
"The  Alma"  - Nos.  19-26  (consec.)  Abbott  Street,  Heanor  - and  the 
subsequent  demolition  of  the  property,  made  the  land  available  for 
redevelopment . The  intended  erection  of  new  flats  on  this  site 
will,  no  doubt,  give  a much  needed  "face-lift",  to  this  somewhat 
depressing  area,  in  the  near  future. 

Action  under  Sections  16/17  Housing  Act  1957  was  taken  in 
respect  of  11  houses  during  the  year.

In  view  of  the  age  of  the  two  S.  & D . fore  and  aft 
tippers  consideration  was  given  to  the  re-organisation  of 
the  transport.

A weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  was  maintained 
during  the  year,  save  on  those  occasions  when  statutory 
holidays  caused  minor  disruptions  in  the  normal  routine . 

It  was  not  found  possible  to  further  extend  the 
polythene  bin  liner  scheme  which  includes  about  2,400  houses. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping. 
An  extension  to  an  existing  football  pitch  at  Commonside  tip 
has  been  completed  and  tipping  operations  have  now  been 
resumed  at  the  disused  railway  cutting  at  Midland  Road,  Heanor.

The  Derbyshire  County  Council  is  the  Local  Authority  for  the 
purpose  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  I am,  therefore,  indebted 
to  Mr.  Markland,  B . Sc  . , F . R . I .C . , County  Analyst  for  supplying 
me  with  the  following  information  concerning  samples  taken  in 
this  District  during  the  years  - 

"118  samples  including  18  milks  were  examined  under  the  above 
Act  in  the  area  of  Heanor  U,D.  during  the  year  1971. 

The  milk  samples  were  all  classed  as  satisfactory. 

An  informal  sample  of  pork  sausages  was  slightly  deficient  in 
meat.  A formal  sample  was  taken  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Dried  skimmed  milk  powder  contained  excess  moisture  and  a sample 
of  citric  acid  gave  results  outside  the  B.P.  limits.  Caution 
notices  were  issued. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  supply  was  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity  and 
all  houses  in  the  district  are  supplied  with  mains  water. 

Samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  all  proved  of 
satisfactory  bacterial  and  chemical  quality.

Observations 

At  the  time  of  sampling  these  waters  satisfied  the  standard 
of  bacterial  quality  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  these 
waters  were  also  of  suitable  chemical  quality  for  human 
consumption,  domestic  use  and  dairy  purposes.
